'The members discussed this matter generally, including 
various suggested amendments to the draft memoranda which had 
been prepared for possible submission to the Executive Secretary, 
NSC. In the course of this discussion, several members noted that, 
under any such new release procedure, the criteria used by the IAC 
and SDMICC should be generally uniform and consistent with each 
other, 


Following their exchange of views the members agreed to 
refer this question to an ad hoc committee for further review and 
the development of a draft set of criteria for the release of military 
intelligence in the light of this discussion, which would be submitted 
later for IAC consideration. It was understood that such a draft 
would include appropriate references to pertinent existing statutes 
and other basic instruments which set forth Presidential policy 
governing the release of military intelligence
